Police looking for help 
catching graffiti vandals 



Vandals have no respect for heritage 
property, public or private, a spree of 
graffiti vandalism has shown. 

An historic home on Queen Street 
was the latest in a string of a dozen inci¬ 
dents of graffiti in the Old Town over 
the last month, and the police are hop¬ 
ing for some help from the public to put 
an end to it. 

Barb Bedell didn’t discover until she 
was returning home Friday morning 
from her usual outings that her home, 
built in 1820, had been vandalized with 
ir-grey graffiti, covering a large area 
on the side of the house that she didn’t 
see when she drove off. 

“We have no windows on that side, 
and it wasn’t until I arrived home that I 
saw it," she said. 

Although there are neighbours close 
by, and the area is well-lit, they hadn’t 
heard or seen anything. 

Neither had the Bedell’s two dogs, 
who hadn’t barked at all during the 
night, she said. 

When Bill Bedell notified the Nia¬ 
gara Regional Police, he was told there 
had been reports on three other Queen 
Street buildings being similarly vandal¬ 
ized overnight. 

He was thankful he was able to find 
someone to come quickly to remove the 
paint without harming the brick, and 
also grateful to learn it wouldn’t be ter¬ 
ribly expensive. 

“We both thought it would cost a lot 
more than it did, but it was removed 
quickly and very reasonably,” said Barb. 

It took all of about 10 minutes to have 
the paint removed, said Bill. 

“If anyone else has a problem, tell 
them to let me know and I’ll tell them 
who to call. We were very impressed.” 

They are not impressed that vandals 
would attack a heritage house, however. 

“It’s obvious these young people have

no respect for heritage," said Barb. 

But she and Bill noted the vandals 
had to have been six feet tall or more to 
have reached the top of the graffiti on 
their house. 

The Niagara Regional Police report on a 
graffiti spree in NOTL goes back to March 
22, when a cyclist reported seeing ayoung 
male spraying the bike path near Butlers 
Burial Ground. The male was described as 
white, 17 to 19 years old with a thin build, 
wearing all black clothing, a black hooded 
sweater and a black scarf to conceal his 
face. The male left the area on a bicycle. 

Overnight March 26 to 27, in the area 
of Bay Berry Lane, a new residential six- 
foot wooden fence was spray-painted 
with large bubble letters using black 
and silver/white paint 

Historic Fort Mississauga, built in 1814 
on the border of Lake Ontario at what is 
now the edge of the NOTL Golf Club, was 
also a target On March 31 police received a 
report of graffiti at the fort, owned by Parks 
Canada, that occurred sometime during 
the month of March. Several areas within 
the Fort had been sprayed, the police said. 

The Butlers Barracks building, at 440 
King St., was also reported as the site 
of graffiti - the building was entered 
sometime during the month of March. 
It dates back to the early 1800s, and is 
also owned by Parks Canada.

The same day, the police were 
called to JR Custom Kitchens at 
766 York Rd.

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Trillium grant will help fund library renovation

The first library of Upper 
Canada has received $67,000 
from the province toward 
a major renovation project 
that has been under discus¬ 
sion for several years. 

The capital grant from the 
Ontario Trillium Foundation 
will be added to the $144,322

The Trillium grant 
announcement Friday also 
kicks off the library's fun¬ 
draising campaign which 
aims to raise an additional 
$250,000 by December, but 
that still won’t cover the total 
amount, says library CEO 
Cathy Simpson, who isn’t 
ready to release a final price 
tag for the renovations. There

$150,000 to replace carpet¬ 
ing and shelving, but then it 
was decided it made sense 
to look at redesigning space 
to meet the current needs of 
the library.

Support bee population - 
stop killing dandelions 


T he thing about bees is, we 
can’t survive without them. 
They pollinate crops that 
provide us with all manner of food 
we eat and all manner of food that 
animals eat before we eat the animals. 

Proof of their importance is found 
in an annual human-engineered 
migration of bees. 

In recent years, truck loads of bees 
have been shipped to the Maritimes 
each year to pollinate blueberry crops. 
After that Job is done, they’re trucked 
back to pollinate Ontario crops. 

One beekeeper told me the trip is 
“hard on the bees” but necessary if 
we want to continue to enjoy East 
Coast blueberries. 

The bee arguments are heard 
most often around the subject 
of pesticides used by farmers to 
protect their crops. 

Some of these products are killing 
bees, says the bee lobby. 

Grain farmers and, in one case, 
Health Canada, contend the link 
between pesticide use and bee 
deaths hasn’t been proven. 

Setting that debate aside, let’s 
concentrate on something all of us can 
do to help the bee population thrive. 
We need to stop killing dandelions. 
A major Ontario beekeeper 
confirms that dandelions are an 
important part of the diet for bees 
in early spring. 

By letting them grow on our 
lawns and in our gardens we help 
maintain the all-important bee 
population, and reduce the amount 
of pesticides damaging our world in 
ways we can only imagine. 


If dandelions were more difficult 
to grow and sold for $12 a flat at the 
local garden centre, homeowners 
would be tripping over each other 
to buy their share. 

Instead, somehow society has 
decreed these yellow flowers are 
the enemy and should be ruthlessly 
destroyed. 

Since many of us can’t stay off the 
golf course or the jogging track long 
enough to dig them up, we buy and 
apply pesticides to make our lawns 
as ordinary and boring as every 
other one. 

Broadcaster lune Stoyer said 
this: “Dandelions, like all things in 
nature, are beautiful when you take 
the time to pay attention to them." 

The war on dandelions is all part 
of the modern worship of all things 
artificial. 

Take the lawn itself. We fertilize it, 
water it and generally pamper it so 
it will grow thick and green allowing 
us to cut it that much more often. 

Then, if we venture outside at all, 
it’s to our outside “rooms” where 
we’re protected from that same 
grass by concrete slabs. 

We’re also protected from any 
real contact with the natural world 
by umbrellas, insect sprays and 
zappers not to mention campfires 
in fancy metal rings. 

Our collective urge to permit 
green as the only colour in our 
lawns is destroying nature. 

For the sake of bees and all other 
living creatures, it’s time to stop.

Margret Walker isn’t crazy 
about canvassing, but she 
forces herself to do it 

She enjoys a walk on a nice 
day, and chatting with her 
neighbours, but asking them 
for money - that she finds 
difficult. 

However she believes 
strongly in the good work 
done by the Canadian Can¬ 
cer Society, so once a year, 
she picks up her canvass¬ 
ing book of receipts and 
knocks on her neighbours’ 
doors. 

“It’s hard, but I make 
myself do it. I understand 
there are many different 
causes competing for money, 
and for the most part people 
are very friendly." 

Walker began canvassing 
in 2000 in her Chautauqua 


neighbourhood, where she 
now also acts as captain for 
area canvassers.

Walker feels she is in a 
good place now -15 years 
after beating esopha¬ 
geal cancer and 10 years 
healthy after breast cancer. 

“I know I've been very 
fortunate. I don’t think 
of myself as out of the 
ordinary in any way. I’m 
a pretty average person. 
But this feels pretty dam 
good. I feel veiy blessed, 

good, trying to live my 
life to the fullest.”

Walker says one lesson 
she has learned is that 
prevention, and the life¬ 
style changes that come 
with it, are important. 

“It’s not easy, I know 
that," she says, admitting 
to having smoked her last 
cigarette the night before 
her first surgery, “but it’s 
still the easier way, easier 
than fighting cancer.” 

And for those who are 
unfortunate and end up 
battling the disease, she 
says, “take advantage 
of all the support that’s 
available.

“Operations are directed 
by the military loint Res¬ 
cue Coordination Cen¬ 
tre (JRCC) at Trenton. 
As such, every two years 
CARES is evaluated to 
maintain operational sta¬ 
tus and to be called upon 
for searches.” 

The evaluation by Capt. 
Claude Courcelles and Capt. 
Stephanie Pouliot of 424 
Squadron (CFB Trenton) 
tested air and ground capa¬ 
bilities, while standards of 
operations, administration 
and emergency response 
procedures were examined 
by a team of members from 
CASARA Ontario, the pro¬ 
vincial Civil Air Search and 
Rescue Association. 

"This was an unusual eval¬ 
uation of a CASARA unit as 
for the first time crews were 
evaluated for night opera¬ 
tions” said Capt. Courcelles. 
“CARES Niagara is unique 
among CASARA organiza¬ 
tions for their marvelous 
mobile command vehicle 
and its night time capabili¬ 
ties. The crews performed to 
professional standards, dis¬ 
playing impressive use of a 


variety of communications 
resources.” 

"Local knowledge of 
CASARA crews is critical to 
search and rescue units,” 
explained CARES chief spot¬ 
ter Jeremy Hetherington. 

“The night exercise for this 
evaluation was a real chal¬ 
lenge of our operations, as 
members had to perform 
while dealing with an 80 
per cent loss of their senses.
